GreenTilfe, Pa., Feb. 8.—A New York- 


Chicago limited train ou tbe Erie rail- 
road was wrecked yesterday within tho 
town limits. 
Five passengers 
were 


dead when taken from the wreck, sev- 
eral are missing aud there are a num- 
ber of badly injured. 


Hardly a passenger escaped without 


some injury. 
The ill-fated train was 


composed entirely of vestibulcd Pull- 
mans, three sleepers, a clay coach, com 
bmatioa smoker aud baggage car and 
a mail car. It was draft u by one of 
the new Atlantic type of engines.

one of the 10 occupants escaped death 
or injury. 
One car was completely 


telescoped by the steel mail car ahead, 
which went through it as if it were 
paper. 
The scene of tlie wreck is on

other is a s*eep bluff. 


The engine left the track at the curve, 


and before it had gone two car lengths 
ploughed into the steep hill, where it 
fell on one side. The train was running 
about tw o hours late. 
After the crash 


the uninjured passengers set about the 
rescue of the dead and wounded, sur- j 
geons were summoned and within a few | 
moments the dead and dying were bs»- ' 
ing cared for as fast as they could be 
discovered beneath the wreckage. 


The scenes inside tbe telescoped car 


were terrible.

Paderewsld's "Manru." tbe score 


sheets of which the famous pianist is 
now correcting at his chalet near Ge- 
neva, Is described by the composer as 
a romantic opera in three acts, show- 
Ing a dramatically sharp contrast be- 
tween existence in a Polish village 
and a nomadic life and expressing mu- 
sically the contrast In Slav and Tslgane 
characters and sentiment, says a Ber- 
lin dispatch to the New York Sun. 


Manru, a Slav villager; Ulana, his 


wife, and Asa, a beautiful gypsy, for 
love of "whom Manru deserts Diana, 
are the chief roles. 
As the opera 


stands Ulana dies of grief, but possi- 
bly this tragic ending will be changed. 
Tbe scenes are laid in tbe mountains 
of Austrian Poland, although the char- 
acters and music properly belong to 
Russian Poland. The latter country 
bas no mountains: hence, as tbe moun- 
tains would not come to the composer, 
the composer had to go to the moun- 
tains. 


Tbe action Is operatlcally vague. It 


might have happened 300 years ago; it 
might have happened yesterday. Pade- 
rewski says that the theme belongs to 
all times and all places. There 5s no 
overture, but the prelude to the third 
act amply compensates for this by its 
power and beauty.

The two provinces of China which 


tiie New York jJun's dispatches t'rom 
Peking the other day described as suf- 
fering from famine are Shansi and 
Shensi, In the mountain region west of 
the coast province of Po-chi-li. There is 
only one province, Kaasu, west of 
them iu China proper, and they there- 
fore form the north central part of 
China. 


The famines that occasionally deso- 


late parts of China are caused by Inun- 
dation and drought. 
Inundation, the 


most frequent cause of distress, is 
mainly in the basiu of the Yellow river, 
In which ?."!de areas are sometimes 
completely devastated, all buildings 
and crops being swept away and fer- 
tile lands covered several feet deep 
with saud. The wretched Inhabitants 
are driven forth without resource. 
After the flood of 1877-8 over 1,000,000 
people starved to death. 


China, as a rule, is abundantly bless- 


ed with rainfall. The regular south- 
west winds'- and the periodical mon- 
soons give the country a larger average 
rainfall than that of west Europe. Tbe 
average amount along the coast is more 
than 40 inches a year. The interior 
usually has abundant precipitation, tha 
largest factor In the great develop- 
ment of agriculture In the basins of the 
Yang-tse and Yellow rivers. But occa- 
sionally in the northern part of China, 
where the conditions begin to approach 
those that make Mongolia deficient in 
ralnf 11, there are periods of drought, 
and as the regions of inundation and of 
dron :bt are mainly in the north the 
terrible famines are chiefly confined 
to fiat part of China. Drought has 
caused the present famine. 


The evils of famine are aggravated 


by two facts. The first is the bad roads 
and the extremely slow methods of 
transportation on the water routes. Be- 
fore the Mantchoo dynasty came into 
power the emperors built imperial high- 
ways paved with stones between, many 
of tbe cities. But for 250 years noth- 
ing has been done to repair these roads, 
and they are now in such a state of 
ruin that they are an impediment to 
travel and have been abandoned from 
sheer necessity. 
The state also has 


failed to keep the canals in repair, so 
that they are now partly useless. Pe- 
king depends'^for Its supplies largely on 
the Grand canal, and yet parts of it 
are in such disrepair that portages 
have been made at the sides where 
freight is hauled overland to be re-em- 
barked fartiaer on. Central north Chi- 
na may be suffering from food wbile 
south China haa plenty, but It is Im- 
possible to transport food into tbe fam- 
ine' stricken districts Iu time to avert 
disaster. 
• r 


Tbe other fact that aggravates fam- 


ine la tbe inadequacy of relief meas- 
ures. Both tile government and private 
benevolence^stablieh soup kitchens 
anywhere aaa-every where, and large 
donations of Clothing are made to those 
that are destliSite.1 But there is no sys- 
tematic relief. Aid often fails to reach 
those who tnost need it, and relief 
measures are' abandoned if the fund set 
apart for that purpose happens to be- 
come exhausted. It bas been the his- 
tory of nearly every great famine in 
China that at the very height of dls-' 
tress the helpless are left to their fate 
and perish by tens of thousands. 


At present the government haa other 


things to attend to and has probably 
neither funds nor machinery with 
which to put relief measures in force. 
Tbe horrors of Chinese famines are 
augmented by the dire poverty of the 
masses of-the people, with whom exist- 
ence is always a question of intense 
struggle and who have nothing with 
which to tide them over periods of dis- 
tress.

Under date of Rotterdam, Jan. 8, 


1901, Vice Consul Voorwinden trans- 
mits to tbe state department at Wash- 
ington the following for the Informa- 
tion of United States tanners: Mr. P. 
A. Bloys van Treslong Prins of The 
Hague called at this consulate a few 
days ago and showed me some samples 
of leather ready for saddler's use and 
seemingly of a very good quality. He 
stated that It had been prepared by a 
new process, by means of machinery of 
which he alone knows the construction 
and that by using tfiis system a moist 
hide can be turned into leather ready 
for saddler's and shoemaker's use in 
from two to three days, while by fol- 
lowing tbe usual method of preparation 
tt takes about six months. 
He also 


ctated that previous to making applica- 
tion for patent on tbe machinery be 
would like to correspond with Ameri- 
can tanners in regard to bis process for 
making leather, with a view to intro- 
ducing It In the United States.

INDIA™ "LAND OPENING. 


Method of HomexteniUng- Parma In 


Comanehe-Klovra Reservation. 
Every mall brings letters to Co- 


manche, I. T., from all over the coun- 
try making Inquiries concerning the 
method of bomesteading land In tbe 
Comanche-Kiowa reservation. 


The applicant must first select the 


quarter section on which he Intends to 
file and be satisfied of Its true descrip- 
tion and location, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
He should then go 


to the proper land office and file appli- 
cation, stating his name, residence, 
postofflce address and giving a general 
description of tbe land. The applica- 
tion must be accompanied by the affi- 
davit of the applicant, setting forth 
that he Is not the proprietor of more 
than 160 acres of land In any state or 
territory; that he is a citizen of the 
United Stales or has filed his declara- 
tion of Intention to become such; that 
he is more than 21 years, of age, or, if 
under that age, that he is tbe head of 
a family; that the application is made 
In good faith and for the purpose of 
settlement and that he is not acting 
as agent for any other person or cor- 
poration; that since Aug. 30, 1890, be 
has not entered under the land laws of 
the TInited States a quantity of land, 
agricultural in character, which, with 
the land applied for, would make more 
than 320 acres; that be has not hitherto 
had the benefit of the homestead lawa. 


This application mast be maxie in 


person. After making application the 
applicant Is allowed six months in 
which to establish his residence. Un- 
ion soldiers may initiate homestead 
rights without being present at the 
opening. Their widows and minor or- 
phan children have tbe same privilege. 
They may file declaratory statement by 
attorney, which entitles them to enter 
at any tlrae within sir months fr/wa 
tlie time of the filing.

A Noted WHIiamstown Family 


The death of Giles Bacon Kellopg in 


Bennin'gton, which was reported in yes- 
teday*s issue, removed not only the old- 
est graduate of "Williams college, but 
a man whose family had had much to 
do with the college town. Five genera- 
tions, two preceding and two succeed- 
ing him, were connected with the town 
of Williamstown, which his ancestors 
were fourJders of, and of the college, of 
which he and h;s son, Justin Kelloejr, 
were trustees. 


His grandfather, Samuel Kellogg,was 


a Puritan patriot and one ofl the earliest 
proprietors and officers of the town, 
known as West Hooaac, whither he 
went in 1753. 
Three grandfathers of 


the far. , y were engaged In the battle 
of BenrJston. 


Mr. Kellogg was born in Williams- 


town, March 2S, 1.808, prepared for col- 
lege at Stockbridge academy, exchang- 
ing family homy? with aJDvid Dudley 
Field, who was then a student at Wil- 
liams. 


After graduation he was admitted to 


the New York bur in 1832 and .settled in 
practice in, Troy, where he also became 
for a timft thi editor and publisher of 
the Troy Burgfit, the organ ofl the Van 
Buren adminfistration in northern New 
York. He filed many state and city 
offices until hs retired in 1883, after a 
successful practice of 50 years. 


He organized and aided many Ben- 


nington financial, literary and educa- 
tional institution!?, and was an elder in ' 
the First Presbyterian church
